John L. Lewis haa conBlatcntly aupportcd 
: ineclmnl£atlon of mines and high individual 
productivity. Now he has given notice that 
■ ■ he expects a "dividend" Tor this support in 
the form of a shorter work day. higher wcl- 
lare payments and a more even distribution 
or work for his miners. 

A few days' ago a coal operator said that he 
thought that If there was another rise In 
. labor costs ahead, he and his coIlcaEues 
would have to absorb It rather than pass It 
alo ng t o the eus tom erg. _ 

Making allowance for the", uaiial measure 
of guff, these statements Indicate that both 
Qldcs have accepted xoechanlzatlon as being 
here to stay: 

Mechanization will mean lower costs. 
lo&JTt It always has, and there la no reason 
why It shouldn't In mining. The coal oper- 
ators are not philanthropist*. And when one 
ol them suggcsti that they might absorb 
another wage rise, It probably means that 
they can afford It. 

Tb9 term mechanlMMon, Uke moh terms 
as moss production ~sfld kuembly line. 1 
usually associated with Industries aurround- 
ed by four walls. Tha greatest development, 
of course, has been in factory production. But 
,ljaQW-jnora.mftchlnoftrT*nd henco more. ecDn- 
otny, speed and efflclMwy— ore becoming part 
of the mining plctur*. 

This Is neither accident nor haphazard 
' evolution. It la a growing neceaslty, u Harold 
Von Thaden pointed out In a recent speech. 
Mr. Ton Thaden is an executive of Hewitt- 
Robins. Inc., a firm that mskei belt convey- 
ors and accordingly knows something about 
moving minerals and the material that sep- 
arates minerals from miners. 

He sold that our supply of hlgh-gr&da Iron 
on, though itlll meamired in decodes. Is low 
enough to require constrratlon through pro- 
oeaalng of low-grade ore. Three times as 
much of the latter ore la required to make 
the same amount of steel. So he estimated 
Itiat we shall soon have to have 400.000.000 
ri.ntar«_toni.ot oie.4 jur lor jmr. Iron and 
rteel requirements. ' 

Mr. Von Thaden also said that growing re- 
quirements of coal for electric power and for 
the synthetic oil program that the bureau 
at mines recommends will call for 160,000, 
000 more tons of coal a year. 
..^AU industry -depends on tbssa two basic 
materials. And ultimately the speed of in 
dustrlal production Is geared to the speed 
with which they can be recovered and 
handled. It is possible, then, that we are at 
the beginning of a period when something 
like the oontlnuoua flow of the production 
line will have to be applied to mining.

It U 
the iralnlnit that concerns us teach- 
who Instruct children In the art 
of wrltlns. 

It lA more Important to nio.st tliat 
tJiey bo able to writ* In tJie correct 
form. and., use the right cjcprcsslon 
and the right tone, In a latter, than 
that they be able to write a book 
review. Few puplti will wrlLo book 
reviews, but aU of Uicin will, eome- 
tlme or other, be under the neceaslty 
of writing an Important letter.
